The rapid evolution of the trailer not 
nly as a means of transportation, but 
Iso a sa permanent home for many 
eopte has caused the American Public 
lealth Association to develop a special 
ommittee to consider the health prob- 
ems raised by this development. Such 
>voblems also obviously concern road- 
Ide camps and comfort stations. 


There is no danger of contamination 


of water supplies by the dumpinp ol 
sewage and wastes from trailers. There 
is the danger, of the spread of contagi- 
ous disease by contact between trav- 
elers in the camps. There is also the 
danger of the spread of various insec 
parasites which travel on and with hu 
man beings. 


Hecqj-ds at Yellowstone Park sho\ 


that 777 trailers came into the park in 
August, 1937, in contrast with 597 in 
Auguet of i038. The average number 
of .people varied fro'm' three to four. 
Some 10 per cent were using the trail- 
ers continuously as a home, and about 
90 per cent used them merely for vaca- 
tions. 


To protect the public generally the 


hazards arising rom the use of trailers, 
the following suggestions are made: 


In every trailer camp there should 


be at least one attendant whose duty 
at is to maintain the camp and equip- 
ment in a clear, orderly and sanitary 
condition. 


He should also make a permanent 


record of the name ad address of the< 
owner,'4he license number, the home 
state, .and nu'm'ber of oqcupants of 
each tariler.

Camps should be located so that 


drainage will not endanger water sup- 
plies. They should be located in areas 
free from ponds, swamps and similar 
places in which mosquitoes breed. 


The trailers should not be so close 


together that they represent a hazard 
to each other. There should be a clear 
space of at least 10 feet on each side 
between the trailers. 


It is also necessary that there be a 


safe water supply with plenty of out- 
lets, and that there be also a place in 
which the tanks on the trailers can be; 
filled under sanitary conditions. 


All states should prohibit the dip- 


ping of water from open springs, wells, 


treams or lakes to fill tanks in trail- 
's.

PITTSBURGH—(/P)—The University 


of Pittsburgh's trustee Monday night 
named Charles W. Bowser, an hortor 
student and gridiron star at the in- 
stitution from 1920 to 1923, to succeed 
Dr. John Bain (Jock) Sutherland as 
football coach. 


The board also acceded to a request 


of Chancellor John G. Bowman to 
appoint a committee to study the "en- 
tire situation" at the university in "all 
its phases" and report to the board 
as soon as possible.
